One thing appears certain: Levittown is here 
to stay. 
Perhaps not forever, for nothing lasts forever. 
Even 3,800-year-old Stonehenge in England shows 
signs of wear, and it s solid stone. 
L e v i t t o w n homes were b u ilt to last, as the 1954 


b o m b a r d m e n t by Hurricane Hazel so eloquently at­ 
tests. The L e v i tto w n houses survived, showing con­ 
siderably less damage than other homes in the Del­ 
aware Valley.

But it takes more than sturdy houses to assure 
a community’s future. It takes people. The first resi­ 
dents were assuring Levittown s future thiough tho 
very nature of their family status; they were gen­ 
erally young couples with children. 
In the community’s formative years, any warm 
day saw the sidewalks overflowing with baby car­ 
riages, toddlers, and youngsters on three-wheelei s. 
Levittown still has its population of tiny tots, but 
it now has a burgeoning teenage population. These 
young people will soon take flight from their nests 
and create families of their own. 
It is one thing for a community to exist through 
constant influx of outsiders, and another thing for it

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ROTC Segregation Ban Focuses On Private Schools 
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I Kof s i nc 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Defense 
D epartm ent’s 
ban 
against giving Reserve Officer 
Training Corps (ROTC) funds* 
to racially segregated institu­ 
tions has focussed attention on 
40 private m i l i t a r y schools 
across the country. 
The private schools constitute 
only a small portion of the to­ 
tal of 859 institutions, mostly 
colleges and universities, which 


receive ROTC funds. I hey re­ 
ceive about $4 million out of 
the total of $89 million the Pen­ 
tagon spends on 
ROTC each 
year. 
But the private institutes and 
academies fall into a special 
category. In most cases they 
do not receive 
federal funds 
that are covered under the non­ 
discrimination provisions of the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964. 


The 
withdrawal 
of 
ROTC 
funds thus promises to become 
the lever which may force them 
to desegregate. Nearly half of 
the private schools are in the 
South.
